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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' Amendment has been examined. Claims 1-17 are amended. Tine substitute 
specification has been entered. Claims 18-21 are withdrawn from consideration 
pursuant to election in Paper No. 4. Claims 1-21 are pending. 

1. Applicants' amendment is persuasive in part. However, the existing claim 
objections, not yet amended, preclude allowance. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(1) states, "the 
list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate 
paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on form 
PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 1-17 are objected to for the following reasons: Pursuant to claims 1 and 
11, "the magnitude" lacks sufficient antecedent basis. Additionally, pursuant to claim 
1 1 , at line 7, before "following", insert - -the- -. Pursuant to claims 6 and 1 7, "said node 
set" lacks sufficient antecedent basis. Additionally, although claims 6 and 17 recite 
deterrhining whether a node set is still interchanged, there is no prior recitation of any 
node set initially being interchanged. Additionally, pursuant to claim 17, "the magnitude" 
lacks sufficient antecedent basis. Appropriate correction is required. 
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Remarks 

4. Applicants, liaving elected only claims 1-17 in Paper No. 4, must cancel non- 
elected claims 18-21. 

5. The claims still require further amendment in order for this application to be 
placed in a condition for allowance.
